4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The equation that the 
inclination angle formed by the light incident surface with respect to the normal line of the light 
exiting surface is smaller than or substantially equal to (90 - 2 Sin)* 1 ^/^)) 0 is known in the art 
of illumination for providing a critical angle to a light guide. However, no other prior art 
discloses that the first light incident surface of a light guide is inclined inwardly from the light 
exiting surface for providing space to the lamp electrode line and the inclination angle is formed 
by the equation above. Further, in the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art to apply the equation above to a light incident surface of a light 
guide.
